consin. It operates a creamery, an 

elevator, shlpn Its own live stock 
and recently opened a co-opernilve 
store. 

This "fanners' union" has at- 
tracted much attention throunh itB 
live-stock shipping operations. The 
middlemen (private shippers) in 
that community have, it Is believed, 
orirantzed In opposition to the farm- 
ers. Apparently there has been no 
lompetltlon between the various 
private slilppers. for at least four 
have combined and contributed all 
profits to one account. ~ Further- 
more, it la claimed that the private 
■toek buyora in Waapaa and some 
of the neighboring towns and vil- 
lages have organised a stock buy- 
ers' H'^sociatlon and holil regular 
meetings to discuss methods of op- 
posing the various fiirmers' ship- 
ping associations. The methods 
•mployed to counteract the success 
of tho farmfrs' aasoolatioaa are In 
many eases very effectTve. 

The private shippers hiiv.' been 
able to cause much mistrust and 
lack of confidence among the farm- 
ers. Very often they have aimed to 
ship their stock at the same time 
that tho f»rmors did. At auch 
times they have eompotad by bid- 
ding high for live stock owned by 
farmers of the co-operative compa- 
ny, on the grounds that they would 
secure a higher selling price in Chi- 
cago than the representative of the 
farmers' aaaoclation. This, howev- 
•r, is aaldom tmo and nearly al- 
ways thay maat flinro on a loss 
which moat bo audo «p by ander- 
welghlng or by eatehlnc tbia same 
farmer or other farmers at some 
tature time when no comparisons 
can be made with a farmer's stiip- 
ment. In this way they have 
sometimes succeeded (n causing a 
mistrust and disooatant amonc the 
farmers. 

The Waupun Farmara' Shipping 
Association hires a manager whose 
only bualneaa It Is to look after the 

Interests of the farmers. He knows 
approxlmatelv through records 
kept by him, which farmera have 
live stock ready to ship at a certain 
time. Farmers outside of tho asso- 
elatloa are also allowed to ship oa 
the same terms as members and 
members are not compelled to ship 
through the association. The man- 
HL-er receives tive cents per lOd 

pounds on ahlpments, which to- 
gether with the transportation 
eharcea, etc.. ta borne proportion- 
atdly by aaett farmer. By this 
method the farmara gat anetly 
what their stock to worth at the 
central market, less actual expens- 
es. They have received aa much as 
$1.70 more clear profit than the lo- 
cal private shipper offered. The 
manager alao aerves aa an informa- 
tion bureau and reporta on ret^uest 
wbleh farmera hava ealtrea. pigs, 
horses, etc.. to sell. Tho farmers 
thus keep In dose toneh with one 
another through this central mans- 
ger who acts as a very effective ad- 
vertising medium. 

The farmera on the whole are 
••ell satlsfled wllth the Work of the 
aaaoclation. Sometlmea It ia al- 
dioat Impossible to gat a car load 
togather when only a few farmers 
have stock ready to ship. This dif- 
ficulty is brought about because 
t^ere are always some who Insist 
upon occasionally trying the private 
shipper and thus diaappoint the. 
manager. If the association is 
large enough and the members ship 
only throagh the assoeiation, then 
this difficulty would be avoided. A

Kven if the cloud 
Is only l.noo feet above ground, 
this would require. a thousand mil- 
lion volts. If there were an elec- 
trostatic field between the cloud 
and the gronnd of a thousand mil- 
lion volts extending over the whole 
area of the thunder cloud, this 
would represent such an immenae 
amount of electric energy that It 
Is ineoneoivable how any reason- 
able source of energy can produce 
It: how it can exist without hav- 
ing a destructive effect far beyond 
anything known of lightning. Fur- 
thermore, a uniform field cannot 
exist between clouds and
